Minor engagements oc­ 
curring at the eastern end of the bat­ 
tle line, with furious German attacks 
on the fortifications at the Toul-Ver- 
dun line. 
Berlin continued silent except for 
a brief statement that the situation is 
regarded as satisfactory. 
Concerning the reports in the Lon­ 
don morning papers that the Belgians 
had re-occupied Ostend, neither 
the

to noon today.

BRITISH WARSHIPS AID LAND 
FORCES TO REPULSE GERMANS 


PA R IS, Oct. 20.—British warships, cannonading the 
German 
land 
forces who had opened a terrific bombardment of the allies’ entrenched 
position between Nieuport, on the Belgian North Sea coast, .and Dix- 
mude, southward on the Ypres Canal, yesterday struck terror to the en­ 
emy and broke the force of the attack. 
The Belgians, fighting on their 
own soil to regain their country, /lashed forward 
and 
in 
a 
desperate 
counter-attack hurled the Germans back. 
This is the first time in the war hi the north that naval vessels of any 
of the belligerents have effectively aided the land forces in the operations. 
It is reported from an apparently authoritative source that the com­ 
mander of the British squadron has detached a number of light-draught 
torpedo boats and gunboats into the canals which cut through the region 
Just south of Nieuport and that these ships are the ones acting In closer 
co-operation with the Belgian land forces than is possible for the heavier 
draught cruisers of the fleet in the channel. 
A report generally credited is that King Albert was in personal com­ 
mand of the Belgian army which yesterday carried off most of the glory 
of-the victories in the northern area. The stimulus of the King's presence 
on the firing line is declared to have fired with new courage the fagged 
Belgian troops until their attacks were irresistible.

“If only drinking men were allowed to vote on nation-j 
a1 prohibition, every saloon in the country would be put 
out of business iii the next thirty days.” 
The man who said this stood with his foot on the brass ! 
rail and a glas> of whiskey on the bar in front of him. 
And what do you suppose was the answer of the saloon 
keeper? Here it is, exactly as he said it, with a hitching up 
of his shoulders as he spoke: 
“W hy, of course; we all know there is no argument 
worth a damn in favor of booze, except the argument of the 
man like myself who sells it for a living; but you'll never 
see the saloon put out of business in this country because 
the church people don’t practice what they preach. 
They 
talk temperance, but they don’t work and vote for it, and 
so we are able to put it over on ’em every time.” 
The above incident is related by the Kansas City Star, 
which then goes on to say: 
“ It is a fact that the great majority of men who drink, 
whether they drink little or much, are in favor of state pro­ 
hibition, and especially of national prohibition, not only of 
the sale hut of the manufacture of liquor and beer. This is 
because they see enough of the ‘inside’ of the traffic to know 
that it is the greatest curse the world has ever known. 
“It is not the vote of the drinking men that defeats! 
anti-liquor measures; it is the apathy of the men Who never! 
go into a saloon—o f the churchgoing men. 
They do not! 
come into direct touch with the evil that drinking does and 
they are too apt to take no part in a campaign against the 
saloon or against whiskey control in politics. 
“It is an old saying among local option workers in 
every campaign: ‘If we can only get the church men to 
come out and vote we will win by a big majority.’ ”_______

County,” written by William L. Deim­ 
iing, the Edison 
manager 
for 
the 
Santa Ana district. The article fol­ 
lows: 
The electrical development of Or­ 
ange county has been coincident and 
a leading factor In the extraordinary 
progress of oue of the 
richest 
and 
most fertile agricultural 
regions 
in 
Southern California. 
Its productive­ 
ness has increased 
a 
thousand fold 
since it was coupled 
to 
the 
power 
lines of the Southern California Edi­ 
son Company. 
The comparison of its productive­ 
ness at the present time 
and 
four­ 
teen years ago, when this company 
first ran 
a 
IO,000-volt 
line 
from 
Puente to Santa Ana, is hard to de­ 
scribe, aud, in my opinion, the devel­ 
opment In the next few years will be 
even greater than in the past, as it is 
only within the last five years that 
the intensive cultivation of the soil 
has made Orange county the greatest 
revenue producer for its size in South­ 
ern California. 
When the Edison company’s lines 
were first built into this county, the 
northern part produced 
only 
such 
crops as could be 
raised 
by 
the 
natural rainfall, consisting of barley, 
oats and grapes. 
The country south 
of Santa Ana, being a low marshy sui1, 
produced celery, vegetables aud dairy 
products. 
Water Found Underlying 
The great area lying

Near the foothills the lift increases 
from 200 to 250 feet. 
The pumping of water for irriga­ 
tion opened up the possibility of a 
large business for the Southern Cali­ 
fornia Edison Company,

velopment of a number of fertile sec­ 
tions that hitherto had not hail irriga­ 
tion water.

Juice Great Factor 
In Orange county about 20,000 acres 
of land are now supplied with water 
brought up by electric and gasoline 
power 
from 
these 
underground 
streams. 
Before this company could 
extend its lines to various .sections of 
the county, gasoline engines had been 
used for motive power. These are rap­ 
idly being replaced 'by electric motors, 
which are .supplied by the ever con­ 
stant “Edison juice.” It is estimated 
that in Orange county there are no 
less than 700 pumping plants 
each 
capable of throwing a stream from 20 
to 450 inches.

under irrigation and producing citrus 
fruits, is valued at $1500 to $2000 per 
acre. 
The development 
of 
the San Joa­ 
quin ranch is the history of numerous 
smaller sections of Orange county, 
and is particularly true of the devel­ 
opment of the Lemon Heights dis­ 
trict, which is the 
product 
of

pumping plant operated by the Edi­ 
son power. 
Before the

planted and water developed the bare 
land in this district was

$100 per acrS. 
Today, three years 
after being planted, this land is worth 
$2500 per acre and is not for sale at 
that price. 
Development Only Begun 
The development of tho land by use 
of the underground water system 
is 
only 
beginning, 
especially 
in 
the 
southern part of the county, and to 
attempt to estimate how much acre­ 
age will he under irrigation 
In 
the 
next ten years by pumping plants is 
a problem, the 
solution 
of 
which 
wrould be a mere guess. 
The products 
of 
Orange county 
are various and 
include 
practically 
every fruit and vegetable that thrives 
under semi-tropical climates, 
hence 
the “County 
of 
Many 
Resources.” 
Truck gardening Is carried on very 
extensively, in fact, so much in ad­ 
vance of the demands of Los Angeles 
that the market for Orange county 
products has found a place in all our 
northern and eastern cities, particu­ 
larly in New 
York. 
Among 
these 
products are celery, cabbage, toma­ 
toes, ‘potatoes and chill peppers. The 
chili crop this year 
in 
the 
Garden I 
Grove district will be very large, as! 
about 2000 acres are 
planted. 
This! 
crop requires 
irrigation 
every 
ten I 
days, and as the Edison company fur- j 
nishes power for about 90 per cent of 
this acreage it is a good revenue pro­ 
ducer. 
Sugar Beet Industry 
The sugar beet industry is one of 
the latest in Orange county. Although 
beets have been grown and a factory 
in operation at Los Alamitos for fif­ 
teen years, if has only been within 
the past four years that extensive cul­ 
tivation has been attempted. There 
are now five factories in operation in 
Orange county, slicing from 
600 
to 
1000 tons of beets per day, with an 
average 
continuous 
run 
of 
four 
months each year, In no other local­ 
ity does 
the 
beet 
produce heavier 
crops, the average yield being 30 tons 
to the acre, with a percentage of su­ 
gar as high as 20 per cent. This crop 
is planted in February, and 
if 
the 
spring rains are abundant It does not 
require more than two or three irriga­ 
tions. Edison power is used for pump­ 
ing a large part of the beet acreage 
and a conservative estimate of the 
amount of revenue from beet irriga­ 
tion was IO per cent of the total pow 
er for the year 1913. 
The use of Edison power in sugar 
factories has been on 
the 
increase 
since the first installation in the .Ana­ 
heim factory in 1910. As a sugar fac­ 
tory requires a great deal of steam 
for cooking purposes In reducing the 
beet to sugar, it was generally 
sup­ 
posed that they could not be induced 
to use “Edison Juice” except in their 
"off season.” 
Growth of Electricity 
This theory has proven to be er­ 
roneous, as we have now connected 
1070 horsepower in the sugar factor­ 
ies, which are under Edison lines, and 
each year additions are made in the 
connected load In each of the factor­ 
ies, as new uses are found to utilize 
our superior service. 
The electrical development in Or­ 
ange county, or the Santa Ana 
dis­ 
trict, is most graphically told by re­ 
ferring to the operating reports, show­ 
ing the connected load and gross rev­ 
enue for the past few years. With the 
initial installation of 20 horsepower 
in 1900 there is shown a net gain of 
HOO horsepower by 1905. 
This was 
Increased during the next five years 
to 5000 horsepower, from which time 
the business increased a great deal 
more rapidly, showing in 1913 the to­ 
tal connected load of approximately 
14,000 horsepower, or a gain of 1000 
per cent In the past eight years. The 
splendid showing made in the past 
few years, I believe, is attributed to 
the liberal policies of the manage­ 
ment of this company regarding the 
selling of power and the exchange of 
engines for motors. 
During the past 
year the growth In our lighting busi­ 
ness has been phenomenal, especially 
in the development of the lighting in 
rural districts.

such as it is he is entitled to commen­ 
dation for it. 
Loyal to the System 
Turn now to the other side of his 
account as a public servant. 
A care­ 
ful examination of his record discloses 
these facts: 
1. 
He has long been 
conspicuous 
by his absence from the sessions of 
the house when votes were taken on 
matters of vital public interest. 
Section I of Rule VII! of the House 
of Representatives provides: 
“Every member 
shall 
be 
present 
within the hall of the house during 
its sittings unless excused or neces­ 
sarily prevented and shall 
vote 
on 
each question put unless he has a di­ 
rect personal or pecuniary interest in 
the event of such question.” 
A member’ sometimes pairs with a 
member of the opposition, but this 
is indefensible if pursued constantly. 
Mr. Knowland was paired “until fur­ 
ther notice,” as the Record shows, on 
fully half of the important votes dur­ 
ing the past six years. 
Although 
the 
Record 
shows 
Mr. 
Knowland “not voting” quite regular­ 
ly, nevertheless he was usually suffi­ 
ciently near at hand to introduce bills, 
petitions and resolutions and take part 
in debate on or about the same days 
when he so frequently and so conspic­ 
uously failed to vote. 
One is 
forced to the conclusion 
that his failure to vote was no mere 
accident. 
The reader may judge for 
himself whether the record here pre­ 
sented justifies this conclusion.

Let us see what action Mr. Know­ 
land lias taken on several of the meas­ 
ures o f the most commanding import­ 
ance that have come before Congress 
in recent years. 
W ith Cannon Tariff 
During tne consideration of t,he no­ 
torious Payne-Aldrich tariff bill in the 
house, an amendment 
was 
offered, 
April 9, 1909, which, as stated by the 
chairman of the 
committee, 
would 
“put petroleum and all its products 
on the 
Free 
List.” 
Representative 
Cooper of Wisconsin 
uncovered 
the 
joker by showing that the words “aud 
all its products,’ had been omitted 
irom the amendment. 
Speaker Can­ 
non promptly throttled 
Mr. 
Cooper, 
but he was too late, 
the 
doctored 
amendment was defeated by a vote of 
322 to 47. 
Knowland was one of the

“faithful” forty-seven who supported 
Cannon on this measure. 
When me Payne-Aldrich tariff bill 
came back from conference for final 
consideration in the house, Knowland 
was again true to Cannon and faith­ 
less to the public. 
For a Subsidy 
Knowlana voted, March 2, 1909, to 
increase the mall ship subsidy from 
one million to eight, million dollars 
annually, which system was to remain 
in force for ten years. 
This bill was 
even worse than the Act of J.891, be­ 
cause it subsidized slower vessels of 
smaller tonnage, w,liich could not pos­ 
sibly be of assistance to the govern­ 
ment in time of war. On this measure 
Mr. Knowland voted 
with 
Cannon, 
Payne, Tawney and the rest of the 
Cannon Crowd. 
Cannonism, Gag Rule, Filibustering, 
Secret Caucusses 
Throughout the 
session 
of 
1909, 
when efforts were being made to oust 
Cannon and revise the house rules, 
Knowland was found on the wrong 
side. 
On March lo, 1909, he voted for the 
Fitzgerald substitute which 
was 
a 
clever Cannon measure to defeat any 
real reform of the house rules. 
On March 19, 1910, he voted against 
the Norris Resolution which increas­ 
ed the Rules Committee and eliminat­ 
ed the Speaker from the committee. 
He voted on the same day against the 
motion to vacate the Speaker’s chair, 
thus helping to save Cannon in the 
crisis. 
During 
the 
Ballinger-Pinchot con­ 
troversy he voted January 
7, 
1910, 
against a motion which would have ta­ 
ken the appointment of the “white­ 
washing” investigating committee out 
of the control of Cannon. 
On April 5, 1910, during the con­ 
sideration of the Payne-Aldrich tar­ 
iff bill, John Dalzell, chairman of the 
committee on rules presented a Cannon 
Gag Rule, which severely limited de­ 
bate and absolutely 
prevented 
all 
amendments. 
Mr. Knowland was for 
the gag rule. 
In the present Congress, during the 
consideration of the Civil Sundry bill, 
the Democrats on April 21, 1913, re­ 
ported a similar gag rule. Mr. Know­ 
land did not vote. 
On January 8, 1914, an attempt was 
made to displace District of Columbia 
Day, a day oil which measures relat­ 
ing to the District of Columbia 
are 
given consideration. 
The Buchanan 
bill to protect the lives of workingmen 
in building 
construction, 
and 
the 
Crosser bill providing for municipal 
ownership of street railways was on 
that 
Calendar. 
To 
sidetrack 
these 
measures, it was proposed to displace 
District Day. As usual Mr. Knowland 
failed to vote, although on the tame 
day he was sufficiently present to 
ask for a leave of absence for ten 
days. 
Labor Legislation 
On July ll, 1912, a bill passed the 
house granting t,he right to a jury 
trial in cases of contempt, committed 
outside the presence of 
the 
court. 
This bill was favored by the American 
Federation of Labor. Again Knowland 
did not vote. 
A few days later he 
engaged in debate He seems to have 
“returned.” 
On March 28, 1912, 
the 
“Phossy 
Jaw ” bill passed the house. 
This pro­ 
tected laborers in the manufacture 
of 
poisonous 
phosphorus 
matches. 
Knowland did not vote. 
Yet on the 
same day he presented petitions and 
memorials. 
Knowland’s record 
is 
consistently 
against the public interest in the con­ 
sideration which he gave to legislation 
relating to the Children's Bureau and 
Child Labor. 
When ail attem pt was 
made in the house on February 
9, 
1912, to refer that bill from the Com­ 
mittee on Interstate 
Commerce 
lo 
the more friendly Committee on La­ 
bor, Knowland was found "not voting ” 
February 5, he 
introduced 
pension 
bills and February 14 he presented 
resolutions and petitions. 
When this bill passed the house on 
April 2, 1912, again he did not vote, 
although he debated All the same day. 
After the bill had passed, an at­ 
tempt was made to cripple the bureau 
by giving it a totally inadequate ap­ 
propriation of $25,OOO. 
This recom­ 
mendation of the committee was re­ 
pudiated by the house and an appro­ 
priation of $164,000 was passed April 
17, 1914. 
As usual Mr. Knowland did 
not commit himself. 
Conservation 
As before 
stated, 
Mr. 
Knowland 
voted that the Ballinger-Pinchot In­ 
vestigating Committee should be ap­ 
pointed by the Speaker, which made 
a farce of the investigation. 
The Mondell Alaska Coal Leasing 
bill was opposed by the conservation­ 
ists. 
It provided for the leasing of 
coal lands In Alaska at a very low 
maximum royalty per ton. 
On Feb­ 
ruary 23, 1911, this important measure 
was defeated but Mr. Knowland was 
’ not voting.” Y'et on February 21, he 
was there to offer an amendment. 
On August 22, 1912, the house pass­ 
ed the Coosa River Dam bill, a meas­ 
ure opposed by the National Conser­ 
vation Association, on tile ground that 
it would lor all time rob the govern­ 
ment of substantial rights and reve­ 
nues in water power. 
So vicious was 
the bill, that it was vetoed by Presi­ 
dent Taft. Again Knowland is found 
"not voting." 
Judicial Reform 
When the bill giving statehood to 
Arizona and New Mexico was before 
the house, May 23, 1911, it was moved 
to eliminate the provision granting 
the right of recall of judges. 
Know­ 
land favored the motion, thus voting 
against the recall 
On January 24, 1912, Cullop of In­ 
diana offered an amendment to a gen­ 
eral judicial bill which required the 
President to make public all endorse­ 
ments made in behalf of a nominee 
tor any federal judgeship. 
Knowland 
voted against the amendment. When 
substantially the same 
issue 
again 
arose on August 15, of the same year, 
Mr. Knowland was ABSENT. On May 
IO, 1913, the Cullop amendment was 
again 
voted 
on. 
This 
time, 
Mr. 
Knowland reversed himself, and voted 
FOR the amendment, although only 
a year before, he had been against 
the 
proposition. 
This 
particular 
measure is significant in that it deals 
with a most important public question 
and it shows very clearl> the utter 
lack of conviction of Mr. Knowland. 
During Hie 
consideration 
of 
the 
Rucker bill, which provides for pub­ 
licity of campaign contributions, an 
attempt was made to strengthen the 
bill materially by striking out a joker, 
which exempted from publicity “every 
person, firm, association or commit- 
tee,” •which expended money “In two 
or more states.” 
This joker would 
have made evasion easy 
As might 
be expected, op July 9, 1914, the day

Economy in Governmental Admin­ 
istration 
The Fitzgerald Salary 
amendment 
adopted on April 17, 1914, repealed all 
salaries fixed by law for legislative, 
executive and Judicial officers of the 
National g o v e r n m e n t. 
It placed con­ 
trol absolutely In the hands 
of 
the 
Committee on Appropriations. 
It was 
a dangerous precedent. 
Mr. Know­ 
land was not sufficiently interested 
to vote 
He presented petitions on 
the same day. 
When It was proposed on June 30, 
1914. to vote $9000 to purchase auto­ 
mobiles for Speaker Clark and Vice 
President Marshall. Mr. Knowland did 
not vote. The day before he presented 


PeWhen!’ on April 17, 1914, the house 


voted to reduce the mileage of mem­ 
bers of congress, Mr. Knowland was 
•absent” as usual. 
On the same day 
he presented petitions. 
Currency and Banking 
During the 
consideration 
of 
the 
Glass-Owen Currency bill, the Neeley 
amendment was offered forbidding the 
interlocking of directors in the new 
banking 
system. 
Mr. 
Knowland 
voted to legalize Interlocking direc­ 
torates. 
Anti-Trust Legislation. 
On June 5, 1914, when the Clayton 
Anti-Trust bill, the most important 
bill of the session, passed the house 
by a vote of 277 to 54, Mr Knowlaud 
repeated his well-settled custom of 
"not voting.” Three days later he ask­ 
ed for a leave of absence. 
Railroad Securities Bill 
The Hailroad Securities bill wa* a 
measure giving the 
Interstate 
Com­ 


merce Commission supervision over 
the issuance of railway atocha and 
bonds. 
It was another of the very 
important measures under considera­ 
tion during the present session of Con­ 
gress. 
One might expect 
that .M r. 
Knowland would have been present to 
register his vote when this measure 
passed the house on June 5, 1914. He 
“did not vote." 
Three days later, he 
asked for ten days leave of absence. 
Retire Knowland! 
And on such a record aa this Know­ 
land wants the people of California to 
send him to the United States Senate! 
One of the "Cannon faithful,” a de­ 
pendable supporter of all those con­ 
gressional practices 
that 
serve 
to 
strengthen the control of the special 
interests over 
legislation 
demanded 
by the public, a representative who 
has misrepresented 
the 
progressive 
people 
of 
California. 
Knowland’s 


voice la not found lifted in behalf of 
the people; his vote Is found usually 
against the people—when he voted at 
all. 
Not often 
is 
a 
congressman 
found with a record of dodging aud 1 
evasion on important roll calls like 
Knowland’s. 
On roll call after roll 
call he is found recorded "not voting,” 
yet the evidence shows that he was 
THURK sufficiently interested to In­ 
troduce petitions or pension bills. His 
election to the Senate would lie a 
blow at the interest of California and 
of the entire United States. 
For the 
gool of the country Knowtand should 
be retired from public service.
